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Cooking Receipts. 

Piccaitui.—Take. onions, green cu- 
cumbers, cabbage, green peppers jand 
green tomatoes, in proportionate quanti- 
ties, and chop to a medium fineness. 
Salt, the mixture thoroughly, press it 
down with a plate and allow it to stand 
over night. 
the water extracted by the salt, Puta 
sufficient amount of vinegar to cover the 
pickle into a porcelain kettle and let it 
boil. Spice it to suit the taste with 
cloves, allspice, ginger, red pepper and 
horseradish. Put the pickles into the 
vinegar and allow it to boil one minute. 
It is then ready to bottle.

Drain off the water 
and add one cup of sugar, one cup of 
grated horseradish, two tablespoonfuls 
of cinnamon, one of cloves and one of 


allspice. Put ina porcelain kettle, and 
cover with vinegar. Cook until ten. 
der. 


PUDDING.—Grate thé peel, 
and squeeze the juice of alemon into 4 
ib. butter ; mix with care and add stale 
bread, sweeten to your taste, and bake 
them on a light paste.

Itis better to soak 
the tapioca in water over night, or at 
least for several hours. 

SrmpLE Paste.—14 cups shortening 
to 4 cups flour; chop fine in the chopping 
dish ; add cold water to mix chop well, 
then roll out.

some milk, 1 egg, or more if wanted

rather thick batter, half a teaspoonful 
of yeast, and a little salt. 


Corn Cakr.—2 ibs. of sifted meal ; 
pour on this 1 pint of sour milk or 
cream ; cut up | spoonful of good butter ; 
beat 3 eggs, and stir in a little salt, with 
1 teaspoonful of soda dissolved in a 
little milk. This must be very lightly 
beaten ; then poured into two tins and 
bake quickly.

Yettow.—One pound of wool or 
cloth, three-quarters a pound of fustic, 
quarter pound of alum ; put all into an 
earthern vessel, and pour on sufficient 
hot. water to cover the wool and keep it 
warm all night; give it half an hour's ~* 
boil in a brass kettle, and then rinse in 
cold water. A much deeper and richer 
yellow may be had by using turmeric 
powder instead of fustic, and proceed- 
ing in the same manner. 


Cueapr Brown, ror Woon or Corron.— 
For ten pounds goods, take half pound 
japonica, one ounce blue vitriol, two 
ounces bichronate of potash ; put the 
japonica into four gallons of soft water, 
boil until dissolved, add the blue vitriol, 
and stir well; put in the goods, and 
keep at boiling point for two hours ; 
ring out and put into the solution made 
with the potash, let it remain for half an 
hour, then wash in soap suds.
